LIVE IN CAREGIVER PROGRAM 


DESCRIPTION: 

Live-in caregivers are individuals who are qualified to provide care for 
children, elderly persons or persons with disabilities in private homes 
without supervision. Live-in caregivers must live in the private home 

where they work in Canada. 

HOME SUPPORT WORKERS NOC (4412) : 

Provide care and companionship 

Administer personal care to clients such as aid in ambulation, bathing, 

personal hygiene, and dressing and undressing. 

Plan and prepare meals and special diets, and feed or assist in feeding 

clients .

CARING FOR CHILDREN PROGRAM 


DESCRIPTION: 

You must have cared for children under the age of 18, in your own 
home or in your employer’s home. You do not live in your employer’s 

home . 

HOME CHILD CARE PROVIDERS NOC (4411) : 

Home child care providers care for children.. They care for the well- 
being and physical and social development of children, assist parents 
with child care and may assist with household duties.

CARING FOR PEOPLE WITH HIGH MEDICAL 

NEEDS PROGRAM 


DESCRIPTION: 

Home support workers provide personal care and companionship for 
seniors, persons with disabilities and convalescent clients. Care is provided 
within the client's residence. You do not live with the employer in this 

program. 

HOME SUPPORT PROVIDERS NOC (4412) : 

Provide care during periods of incapacitation, convalescence or family 

disruption 

Administer bedside and personal care to clients such as aid in ambulation, 
bathing, personal hygiene, and dressing and undressing 
Plan and prepare meals and special diets, and feed or assist in feeding 

clients

NOC (4411) is NOT REGULATED 
in Alberta.

You will need: 

A positive Labour Market Impact Assessment (LMIA) from an employer in 

Canada. 

A written contract with your future employer, signed by you and the 

employer. 

Successful completion of the equivalent of a Canadian secondary school 

education. 

At least six months’ training or at least one year of full-time paid work 
experience as a caregiver or in a related field or occupation in the last 

three years. 

Good knowledge of English or French 
A work permit before you enter Canada
